But 
the city ought to gry the point fairly and regularly, 
and not attempt thus to make the legiflature trench 
upoo that judicial authority which the conttitutioa 
has placed in other hands. It is a quettion of /aw, 
and if the right is determined by the courts of law

The Cafe then goes on, and ftates the adis 1592, 
1597, 1661, and 1687, by which the privileges of 
the College of Juftice are maintained, and concludes 
with the two following paragraphs : 

The members have, on all occafions, liberally, 
though voluntarily, contributed towards the relief of 
the city poor ; but they cannot fubmit to’ have their 
undoubted privileges treated as /uppofed or imagina- 
ryy and one of them abolifhed in this manner, when 
rotected by the moft folemn treaty that ever pafled 

tween two nations ; a treaty, in the ftrict obfer- 
vance of which, every individual of both countries 
is deeply interefted. They are the more anxious to 
bring the cafe in-its proper colours under the eye of 
Parliament ; becaufe they know, and indeed it is a- 
vowed by the city, that all their privileges are to he 
called in queftion, if this attempt fucceeds. The 
poor’s money is fingled out, becaufe an oppofition to 
it may be deemed unfavourable ; but as the city has 
not followed the proper courfe before reforting to 
Parliament, the members of the College truft to the 
love of order, as well as to the juftice of Parlia- 
ment, that the bill. as ¢o them, will be thrown out. 

If, contrary to all expectation, it fhould be o- 
therwife, they will then, as inhabitants of Edin- 
burgh, {tate to the Houfe, and its committee, rea~ 
fons and faéts, which induce them to believe, that 
there is no neceflity for the aét now prayed for —that 
the relicf of the poor in Scotland generally is provi- 
ded for by fubfifting laws—and that the funds in the 
hands of the Corporation of Edinburgh are amply Juf- 
ficient for the poor of that city in particular. 

We mentioned in a former paper, that a com- 
plaint having been made by feveral fhipmafters to 
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the Chamber ef Commerce here, of the light on the 
Ifle of May being itnproperly kept, the Chamber 
took the fame under their confideration, and appoint- 
ed a Committee of their number to vifit the ifland, 
and report. ‘Che Committee having fignified their 


‘intention to the Commiffioners of Excife, they have 


ent a very polite letter to the Secretary of the 
Chamber, offering the gentlemen of the Committee 
the ufe of their cutter to carry them to the ifland. 
Captain Ogilvie, we hear, and the Committee, will 
in confequence fet off on Friday morning next, ac- 
companied by the truftees of Mifs Scott, the propri- 
¢tor of the ifland, who, we are happy to hear, have 
agreed to make any improvements in the lights that 
the Committee fhall think neceflary. 

Yefterday a Danith captain, walking on the pier 
of Leith, got his pocket picked of his pocket-book, 
containing, among other articles, fix twenty fhilling 
Copenhagen notes. . The pocket-book has fince been 
feund, but the notes were abftracted. 

A letter from Williamfburgh, Virginia, dated Ja- 
puary 13.1786, mentions, zhat their affembly had 
been fitting ever fince OQdiober, and had agreed to 
pay the debts due to Britifh fubjects, but exprefsly 
on condition that reftoration is firff made of the 
flaves taken from them during the war, and the forts 
in the weltern counties ceded.—This is not doing 
juttice to individuals in Britain, who have it not in 
their power to enforce thefe terms. 

The-58th regiment, now on duty in the Caftle, 
have received orders to hold themfelves in readinefs 
to march. . The one half of them are deftined for 
the Ifle of Man, and the other to Ireland. ‘They 
are to be fuceeeded by the 58th regiment. 

Extra@ of a letter from Dundee, April 24.

“ On Thurfday lat, the fet of Irith vagrants, 
mentioned formerly, were, on their own petition, 
banithed this city and liberties during life, under 
the certification of being publicly whipped in cafe of 
their returning. ‘They were conveyed out of town 
by the hangman. The activity of our police in de- 
teéting and fecuring feveral gangs of vagabonds, and 
preventing them from exerciling thcin, depredations, 
reflects much honour on all concerned. 

** On Saturday laft, in the dufk of the evening, 
a woman was robbed, on the road to Greenburn, 
of her cloak, and four fhillings and fixpence in mo- 
ney. Strict fearch is making for the robber, who is 
well known.” 

Extra of a letter from Glafzow, April 24. 

* On Tuefday evening laft a fharper was detect- 
ed in a merchant’s fhop in the Trongate, atking 
change for a five pound note. The fuppofed note 
being examined, was found to be.a fhop bill,. dated 
London, Oxford Street, No 190. but executed fo 
nicely, and at the fame time bearing all the evident 
marks of a ¢ 1. note, that even the mioft expert, in 
the hurry of bufinefs, would have found themfelves 
fadly miftaken in the granting the fharper’s requett. 
Various are the methods taken to deceive th? public, 
but this muft be confidered one of the firlt of its 
kind. There are {trong fufpicions that this tharp- 
er, or his accomplices, have in their poffefion 
many of thefe bills, in order to defraud the unwary. 

** Thurfday afternoon, a young fellow picked a 
gentleman’s pocket of his pocket book, in the T'ron- 
gate, containing feven or eight notes.

petitioner John Ramfay is proprietor of a thop in the 
faid {treet, called the Luckenbooths, which is at pre- 
fent, and for many yeass has been, let at 614. per 
annum, and is enjoyed in liferent by the other peti- 
tioners, Janet and Katherine Ramfay, and, if the
